THE PACIFIC COAST. 


A Flelil For the Student ol GlaeuU Phe- 


nomena at the Berkeley Unlvenlty. 
ProJeawn Jowph le Conte Talki Inter- 
ettlnuly Upon the Subject. 


According to Professor Joseph le Conto, 


the student of glacial phenomena need 
not go beyond Berkeley to pursue Us stud- 
ies Just behind the university, declares 
the professor, there once existed a glacier 
which lias loft behind every evidence of Ita 
presence, Including a terminal niuralne, 
now vanished, which, he soys, the regents 
are seriously thinking of restoring. 


"I never talk about geology," ho said, 


"butsomoono asks me, 'How long, how 
many years ago, Is It since the glaciers 
covered the greater part of North Amer- 
ica!" Geologists never measure time by 
years, but by geographical epochs. But, 
however, the glacier may be said to have 
reached Its greatest development about 
BOO, 000 years ago

80,000 years ago

wing news will be grtttitiy improved. Al 
ready experts ore sending telegraphic mes 
sages without the use of wires, and when 
this method is developed there will be nc 
limit to the collection and transmission o 
news.

A Sljlp From the Canary lelandi Intro- 


duced Them to Italy. 


About SEO years ago a ship returning 


from the islands in the Atlantic, which 
people then called the Fortunate isles, but 
which were undoubtedly the Canaries, 
went ashore on the coast of Italy near 
Leghorn. .A cage of beautiful birds cap- 
tared In th'ese islands was broken, and the 
birds were liberated. Through some ca- 
price they did not take refuge on the Ital- 
ian mainland, but went to the Inland of 
Elbe, -where, In due time, they nested and 
bred and increased in numbers The Ital- 
ians discovered that they were admirable 
singers and began to capture them and. 
sell them in cages. 


Tills gave rise to a traffic which soon 


completely cleared the Island of Elbe of 
canary birds, so that not one was left there 
In a wild state 
From that time the his- 


tory of the canary has been one of perpet- 
ual imprisonment and of the transforma- 
lon of his appearance aud character Ho 
has become what may be called an artifi- 
cial bird. Kvery nation of Europe has pro- 
duced a canary of a special type 
In the 


natural state of canaries, as they still exist 
in the Canary islands and other Atlantic 
islands, the birds are of a grayish green 
or greenish brown color and are not re- 
markable for beauty, but they are such 
energetic singers that they iave boon 
known to break the membrane of- their 
throats In pouring forth their song. 


Now und then the birds are taken In a 


wild state In these islands and sold for 
good prices In Europe or America. But 
the ordinary canary of commerce is the 
offspring of captive stock and has been 
greatly modified by breeding 
Canaries, 


however, have been crossed with linneta, 
finches and other birds until their real race 
iarauwrtaln. Canarim. juanow Jknowima 
"German," "French," "Belgian," "Kng^. 
ush," "Tyrolese" and soon, aeording to 
the forms and colors that have been pro- 
duced In them. The Belgian canaries" are 
sometimes eight inches long and are re- 
markable for the elegance of their form 
and rich orange color. 


French canaries are light In color. 


Some canaries which are entirely white 
command a high price. The Germans and

THE WORLD'S GREAT TUNNELS. 


The Cost of Construction Ha 


Reduced of Late. 


In comparing the four great tunnels It 
is Interesting to note that time is an ex- 
traordinary element in tho cost 
The old- 


est tunnel—Hoosao—cost *879 a foot; 
Mount Cents, next oldott, cost *35fl a toot; 
St. Gothard cost 1329 a foot, and the most 
recent tunnel of the four—the Arlberg— 
cost only $154 a foot. All four were in 
old settled countries, with abundant labor, 
and the very grout difference In cost per 
foot plainly marks tho progress of science 
because it was the Invention and improve- 
ment in tools that mode it possible to re- 
duce the time and thus the cost. 


To observe the differences between the 
1 Work on the three great European tunnels, 
built by government aid in old settled 
countries, it may be well to observe for a 
moment the work done on a comparatively 
small tunnel built far from civilization 
through the Cascade mountains on the line 
of the Northern Pacific railroad 
The 


mountain through which the tunnel was 
Out Is 8,970 feet above tbe sea, and the 
peak is 1,1S5 feet above the floor of the tun- 
nel. To understand the magnitude and 
difficulty of this undertaking it must bo 
observed ttat the site of the tunnel, at the 
time tho contract for its construction was 
signed, was an unbroken wilderness. 


At the then existing terminus of rail 


connection everything, men and tents, 
food, horses, machinery, lumber, hospitals 
and, In fact, the material of an army had 
to be transported over improvised roads 83 
miles through forest, through snow and 
mud to the east portal of the tunnel and 
8? miles to the west portal Six months 
passed before oil the machinery was on 
the spot 
Hivers had to be turned aside, 


bridges built,'camps established and men 
and horses collected, fed, housed and cared 
for nearly 100 miles from a locomotive 
The tunnel is 16M |eetj^de iftnd£t2fe6lL 
was bored through the mountain in 22 
months, the rate of progress with the pow- 
er drills being 413 feet a month, and tbe 
•XJflt of the completed tunnel wasonlyfllS 
a foot, and the entire work was completed 
in 28 months from the signing of the con 
tract ln_New York^city — Cliftufamquan
